When the disease makes its appear- 


ance in a herd the sick hogs should be 
separated from the healthy, ;m si doing 
always remove tho healthy from tbo in- 
fected pens. 
Treatment of tbo sick is not generally 


advisable, but it IB well to give those that 
have been exposed to the contagion ten 
drops of pure carbolic acid for every 
hundred weight of pork, mixed with tho 
food, tbo intention being to fortify the 
system as much ns possible against the 
disease. 
If your neighborhood is still free from 


tbo malady, too great euro cannot be 
taken to prevent its introduction. Hogs 
urought from a distance should always 
be regarded with suspicion, especially so 
if they havo made a journev in the cars, 
or pnsscd through any of tho large Block 
yard's.
